Meckel was formally indicted on three charges of child molestation, 
none of which were Scout related- Monday, April 8th, as a result 
of plea bargaining, in lieu of trial, the DuPage County States 
Attorney's office dropped two at the charges and agreed to a 
sen tenen o f* one year probation , a $500 £ ine . and spec i E led forma I 
'/outisel ing for Merkel in return tor a guilty plea on one count: of 
rhild molestation of s young girl. 

Since the States Attorney was initially proceeding for a one year 
prison sentence and a $1000 Cine, Mr. Merkel was happy to plead 
guilty to the single count and the much more lenient sentence. 

Mr. Merkel understands that he can never again be associated in any 
capacity wich the 3SA and has no mcention of appealing his 
suspension of October 15, 1990.
